~-gprivg in the Aretic regions, This bas
caused open waters, which bave borpe into
the Atlantic un uncommon quuntity of ice,
This great mass of ice, driftivg into lower
latitudes, is rapidly melting, and the vapors
arising from it are drawn to tbe land, and
yield us the too abundant rain-storms, wiich
have caused flrods end more or less injury to
the crops. The land, gutherivg heat more

 rapidly than the ocean,and giving it out al<o
more freely, heats and rarities the air upon it,
and the vapors arising from tbe melting ice
rush in to till the vaccuum tbus constantly
created by the summer beats.”—New York
Herald, 19th.
